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(54) FACSIMILE EQUIPMENT 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide the facsimile equipment that can confirm whether 
or not normal transmission is applied to an opposite terminal by reflecting an MDN 
(Message Disposition Notification) on a transmission result report after the end of 
communication. 

SOLUTION: In the facsimile equipment having an Internet function, a CPU 12 allows a 
plotter 5 to output a transmission result report that reflects message processing notice 
contents by a message processing notice function after a lapse of a prescribed time 
depending on counts of a clock circuit 9 after the end of communication from a 
communication control section 10.

Next, an example of the control operations is given 
as below, in the present device, an MDN requirement is 
transmitted from a mail transmitting end to a mail 
receiving end via server on the Internet, and an MDN 
response is transmitted from the mail receiving end to the 
mail transmitting end via the server on the Internet.

Fig. 2 is a flow chart showing an example of the first 
control operation (corresponding to the invention defined 
in claim 1). The mail transmission is performed (SI), and 
if the communication with the server is successfully 
carried out ("Yes" in S2), it waits the MDN response for a 
predetermined period of time, under the control of a clock 
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circuit 9 (S3). If the communication with the server is 
failed, retransmission is carried out for a predetermined 
number of times. If the MDN response is returned or a 
predetermined period of time passes, the notification 
thereof is stored in a management area of a RAM 14, and 
a transmission result report is printed out from a plotter 5 
(S4).

The completion of mail transmission in an orderly 
manner usually indicates that the transmission to the 
server is completed in an orderly manner, and hence it is 
not always true that the recipient terminal (mail receiving 
end) has correctly received the message. The MDN is a 
means for notifying the condition of message processing 
after the completion of mail transmission. In other words, 
the MDN is a means for, on the occasion of carrying out 
mail transmission, confirming the transmission to the 
recipient terminal. Using the MDN function, it is possible 
to confirm that an e-mail message reached to the receiver, 
if an MDN response is returned from the recipient 
terminal. 
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
